—A finding that Harry Bridges 
was “energetically radical” in his 
aims bu t was not a member of nor

part^ opened the way today for 
the west- coast CIO leader to 
escape deportatiMi to his native 
Au stralia. 
The finding was su bmitted to 
Secretary of Labor Perkins by 
James M. Landis, Harvard law 


witnesses

leged that Bridges was seen in 
closed commu nist meetings <m the 
west coast and contribu ted to the 
party. 
Landis ou tlined in his conclu ­ 
sions some phases of what he 
called “Bridges’ relatiimships with 
the commu nist party.” 
“They are, in general,” he said, 
“h i s 
well-defined 
opposition 
toward ‘red-baiting’; his accept­ 
ance of aid and assistance in his 
indu strial stru g^gles from the com­ 
mu nist party—indeed, his solicita- 
j tion of that aid; his expressed dis­ 
inclination to disavow that help; 
hi.s association with persons ad­ 
mittedly commu nists, an associa- 
tiMi that derives primarily frtmi 
his requ ests for an acceptance of 
su ch aid.” 
Bridges Happy. 
The Landis report was hailed 
immediately by the Harry Bridges 
defense committee in San Fran­ 
cisco — an 
organization 
which 
raised $28,000 for his fight against 
deportation—as a vindication of 
militant trade u nionism. 
Bridges 
himself said he was "very happy” 
abou t the finding. 
Bridges denied at his hearing 
that he was or ever had been a 
member of the party, and Landis 
said the defense theory was that 
the charges “were the resu lt of a 
conspiracy engaged in by p er­ 
sons on the Pacific coast who were 
bent u pon getting rid of Bridges 
becau se of his admittedly militant 
and radical labor leadership.”

After Janu ary 1, 1940, when 
mo nthly o ld-age 
and

insu rance benefit payments be­ 
gin, the wife o f an annu itant may 
also receiv e mo nthly payments if 
she is 65 years o ld. Her mwithly 
payments will be o ne-half o f her 
hu sband’s benefit. Example: Mr. 
Bro wn, no w 65 years o ld, retires 
in 1940 fro m his jo b In a mill and 
qu alifies fo r o ld-age 
insu rance 
benefits. His wife is 62 years o ld. 
This means that she mu st wait 
abo u t three years befo re she can 
receiv e benefits. If the hu sband’s 
benefit amo u nts to $30 a mo nth, 
his wife 
will 
receiv e $15 per 
mo nth after she reaches 65. 
In ho u seho lds where the wife 
as well as the hu sband is an in­ 
su red wage earner, she will re­ 
ceiv e, when she reaches 65, her 
o wn o ld-age insu rance payment 
instead o f 
the 
su pplementary 
benefit fro m her hu sband’s claim. 
When her benefit is less than the 
su pplementary benefit pro v ided 
in co nnectio n with her hu sband’s 
annu ity, she will receiv e her o wn 
benefit plu s eno u gh 
fro m 
the 
su pplementary benefit to make 
u p the difference. 
Example: Su ppo se Mrs. Bro wn 
has had a jo b in co v ered emplo y­ 
ment 
She reaches age 65 and 
files a claim fo r o M-age insu r­ 
ance.

The World Herald’s criticism of Nebraska’s 
senior wnator is based upon an ex pression by 
Senat(R: Norris this week in defense of the re­ 
ciprocal trading agreements negotiated by Secre­ 
tary of State Cordell Hull. 
There is a hidden 
joker right in the beginning. 
Every reciprocal 
trading agreement negotiated levied a tax , it is 
true, but without ex ception that tax was reduced. 
The struggle between “the crown” of the older day 
and those responsible for the democratic institu­ 
tions grew out of increasing tax burden, which an 
indifferent and profligate monarch levied upon 
the people. There is yet to be recorded one single 
case where the citizens of any form of govern­ 
ment have rebelled against the reduction of their 
tax burden. 


people that America went haywire several years 
ago in building tariff barriers. 
It should not be 
so difficult for any individual or any nation to 
recognize that no individual or nation can ex ­ 
pect to continue indefinitely to sell commodities 
if that individual or that nation refuses to buy 
from those to whom they ex pect to sell. 
In its 
primitive state trade was simply barter. 
Under 
the most modern view trade and commerce still 
remain barter—the ex change of goods and com­ 
modities. 
No nation of ancient or modem times 
has succeeded permanently in maintaining a pros­ 
perous trade with others when that nation itself 
said it would not buy from those to whom it sold. 
That should be understandable in high and low 
places because it is the commonest ex perience 
through which men and women pass daily. 
It is a disheartening fight for two reasons. Upon 
its outcome so much depends. And skillfully and 
subtly so much by way of prejudice and ignor­ 
ance can be injected. 
We here made our bed. 
We took the lead in fanning the flames of intense 
nationalism immediately following the World war. 
Among the newspapers which condemned those 
tariff barriers which were strangling America 
was the World Herald, and rightly so.

appeared recently in the World Herald writ­ 
ten by two able and well informed Washington 
commentators, dealing directly with this impend­ 
ing struggle over the reciprocal trading agree­ 
ments. In part that comment follows: 
“The biggest and the most disheartening 
fight of the coming congressional session will 
rage arwind renewal of the trade agreements 
act. The authority to make trade agreements 
ex pires nex t June. 
Secretary of State Hull, 
supported by tiie president, will seek a 3-year 
ex tension. 
Three quarters of the lobbies in 
Washington are hovering by, like vultures 
circling a sick animal, himgrily ex pecting to 
pick a corpse before nightfall. 
Hull is de­ 
termined to make such a fight for his law as 
Washington has seldom seen. 
The issue is 
fundamental. The trade agreement law is the 
United States’ most notable recent contribution 
to the economic appeasement of a sorely 
troubled world. A congressional vote of ‘no 
confidence’ in the trade agreement policy 
could have only cx ie meaning—that this coun­ 
try, in blind, idiotic self-confidence, has lost 
interest in world economic appeasement. 
“The trade agreements can be made the 
means of a cheap victory for the lobbyists and, 
as it now seems for the republicans, who are 
ready to take the lobbyists as allies. The bene­ 
fits derived from the trade agreemwits are of a 
broad nature, difficult to demonstrate. 
It is 
easy for the lobbyists, and for their new re­ 
publican friends, to phow special interest 
g rmips that more cattle; butter, peanuts, 
o r 
some other locally produced erticde have been 
imported since such stid such e trade agree­ 
ment was signed. Although this competition 
in their markets probably has cost less than 
the fat lobbyists' salaries, the special interMt 
g ro ups ere aroused.”

This, of 
course, 
has 
been the object of intensive re­ 
search all over the world in the 
last ten years. I list it first be­ 
cause it seems the most possible. 
We are just on the verge of find­ 
ing the actual cause of infantile 
paralysis, small pox , chickenpox , 
the common cold, mumps, measles 
and perhaps many other conta­ 
gious diseases about which we are 
at present in the dark. When the 
cause is found, I believe methods 
of specific treatment will also be 
found. 
When the great new science of 
bacteriology davt^ned on the world 
in the 1880’s 
and 
1890’s, 
the 
causes of a number of disease— 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, tetanus, 
meningitis—were found, and im­ 
mediately serums for their treat­ 
ment were developed. I hope the 
same thing will happen to this 
group of virus diseases. 
Tre» $ment for Neuroaea. 
Second, I hope that some sort of 
a labor-saving treatment will be 
perfected for the neuroses — the 
hypodhondriacs, the neurasthenics 
and the hysterics. Our present 
treatment is laborious, wasteful 
and not very successful. I have 
little hope of the accomplish­ 
ment of this, but considering the 
enormous amount of economic and 
human waste that occurs in this 
field, it is certainly much to be 
desired. 
I still 3^nt an instrument to 
measure the amount of pain as a 
thermometer measures the amount 
of fever, a subject which I men­ 
tioned several weeks ago. 
An anaesthetic for surgical and 
obstetrical cases, which will be 100 
per cent safe, 100 per cent effi- 


come a reality at any moment. 
It is difficult to think of any­ 
thing that the surgeon needs. All 
we can hope for is that by the 
use of chemical and physical 
treatments, his field will become 
narrower and narrower. 
Poet-War Epidemics 
A grim reality that we must face 
this year is the possibility of post­ 
war epidemics. Not only was the 
world apparently ripe for another 
war in 1939, it is almost ripe for 
another influenza epidemic. The 
major epidemics have been from 
25 to 40 years apart, and just as 
we had a whole new class of 
young men who had never been 
in battle, so we have a whole new 
population that has never been 
immunized to influenza. 
The assembling of great masses 
of men under conditiwis in which 
sanitation is difficult, and the 
movement of great numbers across 
wide areas of country, and where 
they come in contact with new 
populations, invariably mean the 
spread of disease. 
We are told by Dr. J. H. D. Web­ 
ster, of Edinburgh, with the same 
finality that an astronomer pre­ 
dicts the return of a comet or an 
eclipse, that a major epidemic of 
influenza wUl probably strike the 
world in February, 1941.

Testifying as a former ag ri­ 
culture department director, D. F 
Felton, state WPA administrator, 
declared that he thoug ht inspec­ 
tion serv ice rendered during his 
term in office was “wholly suf­ 
ficient.” He said there were no 
records kept of expenses of act­ 
ual oil inspection and that there 
were 27 other activ ities carried 
on by the bureau of foods, drug s 
and oil at that time. 
On All Fuels. 
The inspection fee, Felton con­ 
tinued, was paid on all motor 
v ehicle fuels imported into the 
state, whether inspected or not. 
He added there were some prose­ 
cutions on proiiuc'ts imported that 
did not come up to statutory 
specifications. 
Under 
cross-examination, 
by 
C. S. Beck, assistant attorney g en­ 
eral, Felton related that about 
40,000 sample tests were taken 
in the four years he was de­ 
partment head, 1931-35, and that 
there were but few cases of bad 
products after the 1933 inspection 
act was passed. Before that time 
there were many, he added. 
The ag reement stipulated by 
both the dealers and the state 
showed that during the 1937-1939 
bi^uiium there were 10 employes 
who dev oted full time and 27 
who dev oted 50 per cent or mwe 
of theh' time to oil inspection.
